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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims1,-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The 
claims do not clearly define the exact structure of the invention. For example, In claims 1 and 10, the 
specific structure of the multi-wiring structure and the heat conduction part is unclear. Basically, all 
semiconductor integrated circuits have a multi-layer wiring structure with connection holes and wiring 
layers. In addition, all of these metal wiring parts would inherently serve as heat conduction parts, as well. 
What is the specific structure that distinguishes the invention from these common prior art elements? 

C/a/7n Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when 
the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-13 are further rejected, insofar as understood, under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Yamazaki et al (6,919,235). Insofar as the inveptive structure is understood, Yamazaki 
appears to show all of the structural features of the invention including semiconductor elements on a

support substrate which could be an SOI structure, having a multi-layer wiring structure as shown, for 



example, in FIG. 9, where the wiring structure comprises connection holes and wiring layers, and with 
heat conduction parts (609) which may be formed of the same conductive material (Ti) as the connection 
hole metal (col. 14, 1. 46-62). 

In addition, the heat conduction part extends toward the upper part of the device along a path that 
is different from that of other wiring paths such as (610) which comprises a connection hole and a metal 
wiring used for signal transmission, as claimed. 

In addition, since Yamazaki teaches a structure that utilizes different thin film SOI transistors, the 
formation of fully and partially depleted transistors would be within the scope of the reference's teaching. 
To the extent that the claimed invention is understood, the Yamazaki reference appears to teach all of the 
claimed elements.
